Nothing new here as 
FIFA defends itself 


J ust when you thought you 
had seen it all in the world of 
political corruption, last week 
took the cake. 

No, we are not talking about 
Ottawa or Washington. 

We’re talking FIFA. 

FIFA is the governing body of the 
world’s most popular sport — soccer. 

FIFA actually boasts more power — 
and member states—than the United 
Nations, if you can believe that. 

FIFA is controlled by a handful 
of power brokers — royalty, ex-star 
players, bankers, politicians — 
and for 20 years, headed up by 
Switzerland’s Sepp Blatter. 

That FIFA has a culture of 
corruption is not a new allegation. 

Almost a quarter-century ago, the 
minders at FIFA realized that the 
one-member, one-vote structure 
was lucrative for those handing out 
favours. 

The only thing standing in the 
way was UEFA, European’s soccer 
royalty and arguably just as corrupt 
at times. 

So stunningly, World Cups started 
getting awarded to non-traditional 
nations: Japan and South Korea 
first, then South Africa, and now 
Qatar. 

Russia and the small Arab 
nation were awarded the 2018 
and 2022 Cups simultaneously in 
unprecedented fashion, and the 


suspicion is it was all bought and 
paid for. 

Just prior to last week’s vote 
in which Blatter sought to keep 
his crown, tarnished though it is, 
the FBI, with co-operation from 
Swiss authorities, busted the five- 
star hotel FIFA brass calls home 
and arrested seven high-ranking 
officials on allegations of bribery, 
corruption, racketeering, money 
laundering and probably some 
unpaid parking tickets. 

The evidence is mounting. That 
you would award the world's 
largest sporting event — yes, it is 
bigger than the Olympics — to a 
tiny Arab nation where the average 
temperature is about 50 C, and 
event stadiums are being built with 
slave migrant labour, shows the 
world's beautiful game at its ugliest. 

Meanwhile, Canada readies 
to host the Women’s World Cup 
starting Saturday, and our team is 
pretty good. 

Let’s hope we are not tarnished 
with the ugly FIFA brush in the way 
we host. We are a country that has 
enjoyed huge growth in the game, 
especially among women — despite 
Blatter’s comments that the best 
way to grow the female game was 
tighter shorts. 

Really.

Ed Teale, great naturalist 
ofTrailWood, Connecti¬ 
cut, wrote a daily record of 
his nature observations for 
a full year. Here is part of 
his June 10th log in. 

I will probably I will 
never do it again. Cer¬ 
tainly I have never done it 
before. I have just pulled 
a chipmunk's tail. It is 
hard to say which of us - 
the chipmunk or I - is 
more surprised. 

It lias happened this way. 
Leaving the pasture as 
we come home (wife) 
Nellie and I draw near to 
the apple tree beside the 
terrace wall overlooking 
the slope to Hampton 
Brook. #24 on map. 

From a lower limb we 
have suspended half of a 
coconut shell to hold

sunflower seeds for 
chickadees and nut¬ 
hatches for the winter. 

This year we have con¬ 
tinued feeding into June - 
a fact that has not 
escaped the eye of one of 
our chipmunks. 

As I draw close I notice 
that its head is invisible, 
flirust down inside the 
shell. But its tail is hang¬ 
ing down on the outside. 

On an impulse I creep 
silently toward it. Never 
expecting to succeed in 
my intention I give the 
hanging tail a little tug, 
the chipmunk blasts out 



of the shell scattering the 
sunflower seeds. 

Its wild leap into space 
carries it to the grass 
below. There it bolts away 
and vanishes in a crevice 
on the wall. In all the long 
history of Trail Wood it no 
doubt will be the only 
chipmunk ever to have its 
tail pulled by a man.

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Museum opens door into Niagara’s railway history

Members of the Niagara Rail¬ 
way Museum have opened the 
doors to Niagara’s railway past 

The public was invited to a 
two-day open house at the 
former 1951 Canadian 
National Railway diesel 

“(Saturday) was one of the 
busiest days we’ve ever had. 
I don't know what the head 
count was, but in the first 
two hours of the day, we 
were busier than both days 
(during an open house) last

The top 3 contributors to the dwindling 
numbers of butterflies are urban development, 
the elimination of native plants in parks and along 
roadsides, as well as the use of pesticides — all of Stay tuned for part 2! 
which have resulted in the loss of habitats. 

Why should we care? 

To help you get started, here are some tips and suggestions. 

• Choose a spot that gets 5-6 hours of sunshine each day, provides shelter from the wind and 
somewhere to rest—a fence, wall, shrubs & tress all create a good windbreak and place to perch 

• Pick a variety of plants with different heights and bloom times to have plants blooming from spring to fall 

• Butterflies will come to many colours of flowers, but certain plants will attract specific types 
(even herbs will attract them) 

• Perennials are better than annuals because many annuals have been highly hybridized : 
there's not as much nectar 

• Go pesticide-free as much as possible 

• Place host plants in the back of flower beds which offer safer havens to caterpillars
